Claims 1-5, 7, 16-20, 26, 27, 29-31, and 36-38 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(E) 
as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Moon 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,245,227). The claims are considered to read on Moon (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,245,227). However, if a difference exists between the claims and Moon (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,245,227), it would reside in optimizing the elements of Moon (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,245,227). It would have been obvious to optimize the elements of Moon (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,245,227) to enhance separation. 

Claims 6 and 8-15 have been withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to a 
non-elected species. 

Claims 21-25, 28, and 32-35 have been withdrawn from consideration as being 
drawn to a non-elected invention. 

The remarks urge that examining the method claims would not be a burden. 
However, examining the method claims would require additional searching and would 
have different issues of patentability. As such, examining the additional invention would 
be an enormous burden on the examiner. The restriction and election of species 
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requirement have been reconsidered, deemed proper, and made final for the reasons of 
record.
